July I ' l 998. The purpose of fee collection is to provide supplemental funding for additiona'l
program assistance in processing and maintaining mining and exploration permit applications and
inspection of those sites.

Fees Due Date
Fees are due by the last Friday in July, for all pennitted operations or applications presently under
Division revierv. Fees will also bedue upon submission of a new permii application or a pernit
anrendrnenVrevision whiclt increases the acreage to a new fee category.

Failure to Pav
Failure to pay the required pernrit fee will autornatically suspend an operator's authorizatiol to
rrrrne or expfore (site reclamation k still required by the operator). Perrrit revocatiop and an
Order to reclaiur the site nray subsequently be required by the Board of Oil, Gas and Mini6s after
Notice and Hearing.
New perrnit applications will not be processed if the fee is not enclosed with the apolication.

Opportunitv to Close Out a permit
Perrrittees have the opportunity to close out a perrnit ancl not pay the fee. To be eligible to close

tvill then be contacted by the Division to arrauge for an onsite inspection. fh" ur* must be fully
recf aimed and in a stable condition to be eligible for closing out a perrnit. If the area is suitably
reclaimed, then NO FEE ll4LL BE DUE. If tlre area is not yet suitably reclaiured. t6en a new
billing notice will be issued and the perrnittee will be given 30 da),s frour the date of the onsite
inspection to pav tlre fee.
